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We've  deleted  the  hyphen  in  UNCG  as  part  of  an 
overall  effort  to  reinforce  our  identity.  While 
we're  a  proud  member  of  a  prestigious  state  univer- 
sity system,  we  also  have  an  identity  of  our  own  that's 
rich  with  tradition.  We  believe  UNCG  better  reflects 
our  independence  and  interdependence.  UNCG  — 
we're  making  a  name  for  ourselves. 
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Our  newest  alumni  are  well 
acquainted  with  some  of 
the  University's  oldest  tra- 
ditions. And  that's  a  marked 
change;  in  the  recent  past  many 
campus  traditions  had  fallen 
into  disuse. 

The  Class  of  1986  not  only 
renewed  interest  among 
students  about  their  University 
heritage  but  revived  many 
traditions. 

Largely  because  of  the  Class 
of  '86,  class  organization  and 
its  attendant  traditions,  some 
in  modified  form,  are  viable 
again.  For  example,  students 
soon  will  be  wearing  class 
sweaters.  They  began  ordering 
them  in  April,  specifying  the 
class  color  for  the  side  pocket. 

The  revival  of  this  and  other 
traditions  creates  a  bond 
between  students  and  the 
University  that  perhaps  has  not 
been  as  strong  as  it  once  was. 
This  renewal  of  ties  can  only 
strengthen  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation and  the  University  as  a 
whole.

Class  organization  and  its 
traditions  at  UNCG  have  been 
hidden  in  the  memories  of  alumni 
and  in  the  files  of  the  Alumni 
Association  for  the  past  fifteen 
years.  Now,  students  are  reviving 
them. 

The  effort  began  last  spring  with 
the  election  of  a  president,  vice 
president,  and  class  representative 
for  each  class.  Officers  from  the 
four  classes  form  the  Class  Council, 
the  planning  and  coordinating 
group  for  the  renewal  of  class 
traditions. 

The  Class  Council  and  the 
Alumni  Association  are  forming 
close  ties  by  working  together.  The 
Association  provides  access  to  the 
traditions  through  its  files,  and  the 
council,  in  turn,  passes  them  on  to 
the  student  body. 

After  a  year  of  working  out  the 
purposes  and  duties  of  the  Class 
Council,  goals  have  been  set  for 
next  year.  The  tradition  of  a  sister 
class  will  be  revived  —  each

freshman  class  will  be  a  little  sister 
to  the  junior  class.  The  relationship 
will  continue  as  the  freshmen 
become  sophomores  and  the  juniors 
become  seniors.  When  sophomores 
become  juniors,  they  will  become  a 
big  sister  class  to  the  incoming 
freshmen. 

Each  class  will  have  specific  tasks 
in  the  coming  year.  After  freshmen 
hold  class  elections  in  the  early  fall. 


they  will  sell  class  T-shirts,  help  the 
Admissions  Office  contact  potential 
new  students,  plan  the  Family 
Weekend  which  will  be  held  the 
following  fall,  and  design  a  class 
sweater  for  their  sophomore  year. 

Sophomores  will  coordinate 
Family  Weekend.  They  will  also  sell 
class  sweaters,  design  a  class  ring, 
and  organize  and  sponsor  a  com- 
mencement activity  for  their  depart- 
ing sister  class,  the  seniors. 

Juniors  will  give  a  party  for 
incoming  freshmen,  help  freshmen 
organize  class  elections  and  T-shirt 
sales,  and  organize  the  sale  of  class 
rings. 

Seniors  will  develop  a  class  gift, 
work  with  graduation  announce- 
ment sales,  and  act  as  organizers 
and  administrators  of  the  Class 
Council  structure. 

The  senior  class  this  year  worked 
with  the  Alumni  Association  to 
revive  the  tradition  of  class  motto, 
flower,  and  song.  The  seniors  also 
were  in  charge  of  graduation 
announcement  sales  this  year. 

The  renewal  of  traditions  should 
enhance  class  spirit  and  help 
strengthen  alumni  support  of  the 
University. 
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Class  Colors 


As  far  as  we  can  tell  from  surviv- 
ing documents,  the  Class  of 
1898  was  the  first  to  select  class  col- 
ors. Those  somber-faced  students 
chose  green  and  white,  although 
nothing  can  be  found  to  suggest  the 
significance  of  the  colors;  perhaps 
the  city's  name  had  something  to  do 
with  it.  The  Class  of  1899  chose  red 
and  white  as  their  class  colors,  the 
Class  of  1900  chose  lavender  and 
white,  and  the  Class  of  1901  chose 
blue  and  white. 

The  green-red-lavender-blue 
sequence  was  continued  through  the 
years  as  each  graduating  class 
handed  down  its  colors  to  the 
incoming  freshman  class.  Class  col- 
ors have  been  used  on  banners,  but- 
tons, balloons,  and  blazers 
throughout  our  history,  shown  in 
their  greatest  array  during  Reunion 
Weekend  when  class  identification 
is  most  important.  And  this  year  at 
Senior  Day,  true  to  form,  the  Class 
of  1986  was  treated  to  caps,  but- 
tons, and  balloons  in  brilliant 
green,  their  class  color. 

Interest  in  class  colors  waned  a 
bit  during  the  seventies,  and,  sadly, 
even  this  year  many  of  the  seniors 
coming  through  the  Alumni  House 
on  Senior  Day  were  surprised  to 
learn  of  their  class  color.  If  you're 
unsure  of  your  class  color,  consult 
the  headings  in  the  Class  Notes  sec- 
tion of  this  issue.

They  haven't  been  made  since  1964 
when  WC  became  UNCG.

The  idea  of  a  Student  Relations 
Committee  within  the  Alumni 
Association  is  not  new,  but  it  was 
dormant  until  Marilib  Sink  '44, 
president  of  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation, reactivated  it  with  the 
appointment  of  the  committee  last 
July.  Since  that  time  the  committee 
has  met  to  establish  goals  and  to 
identify  ways  to  accomplish  those 
goals. 

We  want  every  student  who 
graduates  from  UNCG  to  be  proud 
of  it.  In  recent  years  some  have 
come  to  believe  that  the  University 
has  no  traditions,  so  we  felt  the 
need  to  instill  in  our  students  a 
sense  of  our  traditions  and  to 
challenge  them  to  build  upon  our 
heritage. 

The  accomplishments  of  our 
alumni  are  great  and  varied,  yet 
students  are  not  aware  of  their 
celebrated  predecessors.  We  felt  it 
was  important  to  expose  them  to 
accomplishments  for  the  purpose  of 
challenging  them  to  be  better.  I  can 
remember  as  an  undergraduate 
standing  in  the  hallway  in  which 
pictures  of  distinguished  alumni 
were  displayed  with  brief 
biographies  chronicling  their 
accomplishments.  I  felt  pressure  to 
live  up  to  their  standards.  We 
would  like  our  students  to  sense  a 
similar  expectation  of  greatness. 
Finally,  we  wanted  the  students  to 
become  familiar  with  the  Alumni 
Association  and  the  Alumni  House 
so  they  would  feel  at  home  as  they

join  our  ranks  upon  graduation. 

The  goals  are  interrelated.  Taken 
together,  they  add  up  to  an  expres- 
sion that  alumni  care  about  the 
University  and  for  the  quality  of 
experiences  students  get  at  UNCG; 
those  of  the  past  care  about  those 
of  the  future. 

Implementing  these  goals  will  be 
a  continuing  challenge.  No  one 
program  can  accomplish  it  all;  no 
one  year  will  make  a  difference.  It 
was  important,  however,  to  begin. 

The  committee  discussed  many 
ways  in  which  to  improve  the  qual- 
ity of  life  at  the  University.  Barbara 
Parrish  '48,  director  of  Alumni 
Affairs,  provided  valued  assistance 
in  identifying  successful  projects 


from  previous  years. 

The  idea  of  Senior  Suppers  grew 
out  of  Barbara's  desire  to  bring  the 
seniors  into  the  Alumni  House  for 
functions  other  than  the  traditional 
Senior  Day.  The  Senior  Suppers 
expose  students  to  accomplished 
alumni  and  let  them  know  we  care. 

Other  projects  planned  include  a 
UNCG  Beautiful  campaign  to  clean 
up  and  beautify  the  campus  and  a 
Spartans  in  the  Know  program  to 
provide  information  to  students 
about  day-to-day  happenings  and 
the  University's  heritage.

You  can  feel  it  coming:  You're  right 
in  the  middle  of  a  sentence  in  which 
you  need  to  make  reference  to  a 
graduate  of  UNCG  when  you  realize 
that  you  don't  know  which  ending  to 
use  for  "alum-."  While  your  mouth 
continues  to  babble,  your  brain  scans 
for  the  right  word,  unsuccessfully. 
You're  stuck  trying  to  reconfigure 
your  sentence  to  avoid  the  use  of  the 
word  altogether,  and  your  listener 
loses  interest  in  anything  you  have  to 
say. 

It  happens  every  day.  Somehow  the 
"alum-"  suffi.xes  intimidate  us  so 
much  that  we  fear  using  the  word  at 
all.  In  fact,  it  has  become  acceptable 
to  leave  the  ending  off  completely: 
"She's  a  UNCG  alum."  If  you  use  it, 
accent  the  second  syllable,  and  realize 
that  it's  substandard  usage.

A  $2.3  million  renovation  of 
North  and  South  Spencer  residence 
halls  is  under  way  and  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  by  fall  semester. 

North  Spencer,  with  its  twin 
Victorian  towers  facing  College 
Avenue,  was  built  in  1904.  After 
the  south  wing,  which  became 
known  as  South  Spencer,  was  added 
in  1907,  Spencer  was  said  to  be  the 
largest  women's  residence  hall 
under  one  roof  in  the  nation.  In 
recent  years,  North  Spencer  has 
been  a  women's  residence  hall,  and 
South  Spencer  has  been  the 
Graduate  Center. 

The  interiors  of  both  residence 
halls  are  being  entirely  renovated.  A 
new  heating  system  is  being  installed 
as  well  as  air-conditioning.  Com- 
puter hook-ups  are  being  put  in 
rooms  reserved  for  graduate 
students.  A  passageway  is  being 
built  which  will  connect  College 
Avenue  to  the  Dining  Hall. 
Lounges  and  kitchens  are  being 
updated  and  improved.  An  elevator 
is  being  put  in  and  more  modifi- 
cations made  to  improve  access  for 
handicapped  students.  ■ 


Renovation  work  is  well  underway  for  Spencer  Hall. 
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No  Hat?  No  Gloves? 

Whether  a  woman  should  wear 
hat  and  gloves  when  arguing  a  case 
before  the  North  Carolina  Supreme 
Court  was  a  delicate  question  in  the 
1920s. 

If  you  happened  to  be  the  first 
woman  lawyer  about  to  argue  a 
case  before  the  state  Supreme 
Court,  the  question  had  added 
significance,  particularly  in  an  era 
when  a  properly  dressed  woman 
always  wore  hat  and  gloves  outside 
the  home. 

Kathrine  Everett  '13  faced  such  a 
question  in  the  early  1920s.  How 
did  she  resolve  it? 

"I  went  bareheaded  and  I  won 
the  case." 

Kathrine  is  still  practicing  law  in 
Durham.  Recently,  she  shared  some 
of  her  experiences  as  a  pioneering 
woman  attorney  in  North  Carolina 
(she  was  the  fourth  woman  ever  to 
earn  a  law  degree  at  UNC)  with 
members  of  the  campus  Sociology 
Club  and  the  Association  for 
Women  Students  in  the  Alumni 
House. 

She  has  practiced  law  with  three 
generations  of  family:  her  father, 
husband,  and  son.  She  is  the  only 
person  among  the  10,000  members 
of  the  American  Bar  Association  to 
attend  all  four  joint  conventions  of 
the  American  and  British  bars  — 
1924,  1957,  1971,  and  1985.  She 
met  her  husband  on  the  voyage  to 
London  for  the  first  joint  con- 
vention. The  Times  of  London  ran 
a  story  and  picture  of  her  on  its 
front  page  in  1985  about  her 
presence  at  the  convention. 

Kathrine  said  she  now  shuns  most 
criminal  cases.  "Legal  mistakes  in 
civil  cases  only  cost  people  money. 
Mistakes  in  criminal  cases  can  cost 
a  person  his  life  or  send  him  to 
prison." 

She  said  lawyers  are  not  as  highly 
regarded  in  American  society  as 
they  were  in  her  father's  time.

"You  hardly  ever  heard  of  a  dis- 
honest lawyer  back  then.  They  were 
generally  community  leaders.  I'm 
afraid  a  good  number  of  lawyers 
today  are  not  as  honest  as  the  old 
ones." 

She  said  that  to  be  a  good  lawyer 
you  have  to  be  willing  to  take  a 
client's  problems  and  make  them 
your  own.  ■ 
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Campus  Greeks 

All  eight  Greek  social  organi- 
zations at  UNCG  are  now  full- 
fledged  fraternities  and  sororities. 
The  last  colony,  Tau  Kappa 
Epsilon,  received  its  chapter  charter 
in  April,  which  elevated  it  to  full 
fraternity  status.  The  Greek  system 
was  established  at  UNCG  in  1980. 

The  six  sororities  —  Alpha  Chi 
Omega,  Alpha  Delta  Pi,  Alpha 
Kappa  Alpha,  Chi  Omega,  Delta 
Sigma  Theta,  and  Phi  Mu  —  have 
about  forty- five  members  each. 
Average  membership  in  the  frater- 
nities is  somewhat  smaller;  Alpha 
Phi  Alpha,  Kappa  Alpha  Psi, 
Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  Pi  Kappa  Phi, 
Sigma  Nu,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 
Sigma  Tau  Gamma,  and  Tau 
Kappa  Epsilon  have  about  thirty 
members  each. 

About  1,000  UNCG  students 
belong  to  fraternities  or  sororities. 
That's  a  significant  percentage  of 
the  potential  membership,  which  is 
largely  limited  to  resident 
undergraduates  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  twenty-three. 

Each  chapter  has  been  active  in 
campus  and  community  service 
projects.  The  Pi  Kappa  Phi's  at 
UNCG  recently  raised  the  largest 
amount  of  money  per  capita  in  the 
nation  among  Pi  Kappa  Phi  chap- 
ters in  a  campaign  to  buy 
playground  equipment  for  handi- 
capped children.  ■

She  had 
come  up  through  the  then  standard 
ele\en-year  program  in  Greensboro, 
culminating  in  three  years  at 
Greensboro  High  School,  which  in 
those  days  was  located  on  Spring 
Street,  a  few  blocks  east  of  the 
college  campus.  She  initially  chose 
music  as  her  curriculum,  but  was 
admitted  to  the  Cornelian  Literary 
Society,  and  seems  to  have  settled 
comfortably  into  the  routines  of 
college  life.  In  her  sophomore  year 
she  switched  to  the  "BP  Course" 
(bachelor  of  pedagogy) and 
prepared  to  be  a  public  school 
teacher. 

The  large  scrapbook  whose  front 
cover  was  stamped  with  the  words 
"My  Memory  Book"  was  probably 
acquired  before  she  began  attending 
classes.  And  four  years  later,  when 
it  was  completed,  it  was  densely  but 
neatly  and  tastefully  filled,  using  a 
minimum  of  written  testimony,  but 
profusely  supplied  with  clippings, 
snapshots,  photographs  clipped 


from  printed  sources,  official  cam- 
pus notices  illustrative  of  the 
minutiae  of  campus  life,  internal 
campus  correspondence  from 
administrative  offices,  and  above 
all,  a  generous  sampling  of  senti- 
mental mementos.  The  volume 
commences  with  a  page  of  photo- 
graphs of  the  most  important 
campus  structures,  arranged  around 
a  picture  of  the  Mclver  statue: 
Administration,  Mclver  Building, 
the  Library  (the  gift  of  Andrew 
Carnegie,  and  now  redesignated  as 
the  Forney  Building),  the  Students' 
Building  (1905-50),  Spencer  Dor- 
mitory, the  Gove  Infirmary  (long 
since  razed).  It  proceeds  at  once  to 
the  routines  of  campus  life,  her 
official  invitation  to  become  a 
Cornelian,  and  a  rhymed  request 
from  the  sophomore  class  that  she 
join  her  fellow  freshmen  in  a 
trolley-car  tour. 

That  Isabel's  decision  to  shift 
from  music  to  pedagogy  was  not 
prompted  by  a  waning  interest  in 
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Isabel's  campus  residence. 


music  itself  is  demonstrated 
throughout  the  scrapbook  by  the 
quantities  of  mounted  programs  of 
Glee  Club  concerts,  oratorios,  vocal 
and  instrumental  presentations,  and 
student  recitals.  The  shift  to 
pedagogy  was  clearly  in  the  main- 
stream. In  1914,  when  she  changed 
over,  the  graduating  class  of  that 
year  had  sixty-nine  members  of 
whom  forty-six  —  exactly  two- 
thirds  —  took  the  BP  degree.  Her 
own  Class  of  I9I7  would  on  Com- 
mencement Day  send  forth  forty- 
four  teacher  trainees,  55  percent  of 
the  total  roster.  By  that  time  the 
degree  had  been  renamed  the 
bachelor  of  education. 

Proceeding  through  the  pages  of 
photos  of  schoolmates  and  campus 
scenes,  and  on  to  invitations, 
receipts,  canceled  train  tickets, 
playbills,  her  YWCA  membership 
card,  and  a  pasted-in  copy  of  the 
YWCA-distributed  pocket-size  stu- 
dent handbook,  we  come  upon  a 
newspaper  clipping  describing  the 
annual  banquet  of  the  Cornelian 
Literary  Society  "in  honor  of  the 
new  members  who  had  been  initi- 
ated earlier  in  the  evening."  It  was, 
we  are  told,  "a  most  brilliant  and 
delightful  affair."  The  large  dining 
room  was  beautifully  decorated  for 
the  occasion  with  smilax,  maiden- 
hair ferns,  and  chrysanthemums  in 
tall  glass  vases,  innumerable  white 
candles  shedding  a  soft  glow  over 
all.  About  five  hundred  people  were 
present,  including  members,  faculty, 
and  guests. 

The  substantial  quantity  of  space 
devoted  to  clippings  from  the 
state's  newspapers  describing  the 
weddings  of  friends  and  kinfolk,  so 
characteristic  of  nearly  all  student 
memory  books  that  I  have  seen, 
gives  some  hint  of  the  preoccupa- 
tion with  thoughts  of  early  marriage 
that  the  narrow  employment  oppor- 
tunities for  women  forced  upon 
that  generation. 

Great  numbers  of  informal  writ- 
ten notes  found  their  way  into  these 
albums,  including  messages  from 
classmates  who  regretted  to  find 
Isabel  out  when  they  stopped  at  her 
door  at  87  Spencer.  Even  paper 
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table  napkins,  complete  with  what 
appear  to  be  gravy  stains,  are  duly 
mounted  to  keep  some  unspoken 
memory  alive,  alongside  penciled 
messages  by  the  dormitory  maid: 
"Your  father  called  you  up  over  the 
phone.  Sad  [said?]  call  903. 
Myrtle."  Or,  more  ominously, 
"Miss  Isable  Boudin.  Your  mother 
wishes  to  speak  to  you  on  the  fone. 
No.  484.  Mrs.  King." 

Valentines,  predictably,  were 
favorite  memorabilia  and,  in  a  far 
different  mood,  adverse  comments 
by  instructors  were  scissored  from 
homework  and  examination  papers, 
not  a  few  of  them  imperiously 
penned  with  a  censorious  hand: 

"Inaccurate." 

"Far  worse  than  your  other 
paper.  I  think  you  would  be  wise  to 
see  me  about  this.  C.S.  [Cornelia 
Strong]" 

"If  you  could  be  accurate  you 
could  do  good  work.  C.S." 


Isabel's  difficulties  with  mathe- 
matics were  evidently  not  paralleled 
in  her  English  performance,  judging 
from  her  grades,  and  from  the  fact 
that  she  became  a  member  of  the 
board  of  editors  of  the  excellent 
State  Normal  Magazine,  and 
literary  editor  of  the  college  year- 
book, then  called  the  Carolinian. 

Carefully  turning  the  album's 
leaves,  long  since  grown  brittle  with 
age,  there  is  a  succession  of  sheets 
to  which  are  miscellaneously  affixed 
a  profusion  of  short  notes,  sum- 
monses, instructions,  and  exhorta- 
tions, some  of  them  blandly  neutral 
in  tone,  some  faintly  clouded  with 
foreboding,  and  some  giving  not 
the  slightest  hint  of  what  awaited 
the  addressee,  what  hazard  might 
impend,  when  she  presented  herself 
before  the  senders  of  these  widely 
various  subpoenas.  There  they  are, 
side  by  side,  just  where  they  were 
placed  more  than  seventy  years  ago.

Another  page  includes  the  appli- 
cation form  that  Isabel  had  filled 
out  on  May  11,  1916,  for  admission 
to  her  senior  year,  and  from  it  we 
learn  that  she  was  born  on  May  9, 
1897  (so  that,  like  most  college- 
bound  graduates  of  good  high 


schools  in  North  Carolina  at  that 
time,  she  entered  her  senior  year  in 
college  at  the  age  of  nineteen);  that 
she  replied  in  the  negative  to  the 
question  "Do  you  intend  to  take 
the  pledge  to  become  a  teacher,  and 
apply  for  free  tuition?";  that  she 
had  attended  Greensboro  High 
School;  and  that  upon  completing 
the  high  school  course  she  had  gone 
through  the  standard  eleven-year 
program  then  provided  by  the 
stronger  school  systems  in  the 
state's  larger  cities. 

She  evidently  attended  all  of  the 
Class  Day  Exercises,  Baccalaureate 
Sermons,  and  Commencement 
Exercises  during  her  four  years  on 
the  campus  —  the  printed  programs 
are  all  there  —  and  at  functions  like 
these  she  sang  in  the  soprano  sec- 
tion of  the  Normal  College  Chorus. 

In  her  senior  year  President  Foust 
placed  her  on  the  Committee  on 
Commencement  Exercises.  In  the 
early  months  of  that  session  came 
the  presidential  election  of  1916, 
pitting  President  Woodrow  Wilson 
against  New  York  Governor 
Charles  Evans  Hughes.  Perhaps  our 
heroine's  political  preferences  may 
be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  she 
gave  a  prominent  place  in  the 
memory  book  to  a  newspaper 
account  of  the  mock  election  in 
which  some  750  of  the  Normal 
women  participated  on  the  school 
grounds.  One  paragraph  of  the  clip- 
ping read: 

The  young  ladies  proved  that 
they  were  little  different  from 
the  mere  men  in  their  attitude 
toward  political  speeches,  for 
when  one  Democratic  speaker 
cried  out  that  Republicanism 
stands  for  "a  return  to  the 
repulsive  role  of  [Theodore] 
Roosevelt  and  Root,"  and 
paused  in  her  alliteration  for 
breath  before  beginning  again, 
"and  it  promises  .  .  ."  some- 
one in  the  audience  supplied 
"resurrection." 

One  intriguing  unsigned  note 
whose  author  Isabel  charitably 
chose  not  to  identify  (was  it  a 
veteran  teacher  under  whom  she  did 


her  practice  teaching?)  clearly 
struck  her  as  worth  preserving  for 
the  cautions  it  afforded: 

This  lesson  was  not  at  all  what 
I  planned  that  it  should  be.  To 
tell  the  truth  I  just  had  stage 
fright  —  I'm  ashamed  to  tell  it, 
but  I  suffer  with  that  some- 
times now  even  after  teaching  a 
lifetime  —  more  or  less.  I  hope 
you  will  not  be  so  silly  when 
you  begin  to  teach. 

The  volume  closes  with  a  profuse 
sampling  of  commencement  mem- 
orabilia: the  printed  program  of  a 
senior  recital  in  which  Isabel's 
roommate  was  the  piano  accom- 
panist for  a  voice  graduate;  a  slim 
volume  of  Songs  of  the  Class  of 
Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventeen; 
newspaper  clippings  announcing 
that  the  commencement  speaker 
was  to  be  Mrs.  Walter  McNabb 
Miller  of  Washington,  DC,  vice 
president  of  the  American 
Woman's  Suffrage  League,  the  first 
woman  commencement  orator  in 
the  school's  history;  and,  of  course, 
there  were  the  printed  programs  for 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermons  and  the 
Graduating  Exercises. 

It  was,  by  all  accounts,  a  notable 
commencement,  as  befitted  its  rank 
as  the  twenty-fifth  in  the  school's 
history.  It  must  have  been  at  least  a 
little  sobered  by  the  melancholy 
circumstance  that  only  forty-six 
days  earlier,  the  United  States  had 
entered  the  Great  War  of  1914-18. 
Isabel  Bouldin  made  no  allusion  to 
the  tragedy  as  she  pasted  into  the 
album  the  souvenirs  of  the  gradu- 
ation festival,  an  occasion  otherwise 
so  bright  with  hope.  But  the  audi- 
ence on  that  sunny  May  day  in  1917 
was  briefly  reminded  of  the 
calamity  when  the  officiating 
clergyman,  J.  Clyde  Turner, 
presented  the  Bibles  that  were 
customarily  distributed  to  the 
graduates,  and  (according  to  the 
local  papers)  solemnly  concluded 
his  brief  remarks  with  the  observa- 
tion that  "Europe  boasted  that  it 
had  gotten  away  from  the  Bible  — 
a  lesson  which  he  sought  to 
impress."  ■

Despite  earning  a  bachelor  of 
education  degree,  Isabel 
Bouldin  Edmunds  '17  never  taught. 
After  graduation,  she  immediately 
moved  to  Washington,  DC,  and 
worked  for  the  American  Red 
Cross.  But  a  new  job  possibility 
came  her  way  and  she  applied 
through  a  young  man  named  J. 
Edgar  Hoover.  Following  her  inter- 
view with  him,  Mr.  Hoover  com- 
mented on  her  State  Normal  ring. 
"Why  didn  't  you  tell  me  you  are  a 
college  graduate?"  he  asked  her. 
Two  weeks  later,  following  an 


extensive  security  check,  Isabel 
went  to  work  with  him  in  the  fledg- 
ling Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation. 

Isabel's  courtship  with  Thomas 
B.  Edmunds,  an  optometrist,  led  to 
marriage  and  a  move  to  Lynchburg, 
VA.  Three  daughters  were  born  to 
the  couple,  all  of  whom  graduated 
from  the  Woman 's  College  (UNCG): 
Isabel  Edmunds  Gillespie  '42, 
Nancy  Edmunds  Hannah  '46,  and 
Jane  Edmunds  Stephenson  '50. 
Interestingly,  the  three  were  never 
in  college  together.  When  the 


family  took  the  oldest  daughter  to 
the  train  station  in  Lynchburg  for 
her  journey  to  Greenboro,  Isabel 
observed  that  they  were  marking 
the  first  day  of  a  twelve-year  period 
when  one  of  her  children  would  be 
at  the  Woman 's  College.  Mr. 
Edmunds,  we  are  told,  nearly 
fainted  on  the  platform. 

Isabel  celebrated  her  eighty-ninth 
birthday  in  May.  She  now  lives  at 
Twin  Lakes  Center,  a  Lutheran 
retirement  village.

"We  give  them  a  structured  week 
of  fundamental  skills  taught  in  a 
competitive  environment,"  said 
Bob  McEvoy,  men's  basketball 
coach  at  UNCG.  "We  get  the 
beginners  playing  and  learning 
some  basic  skills,  but  it  is  most 
important  that  they  have  an  enjoy- 
able time  with  their  game." 

Nelson  Bobb,  director  of 
athletics,  said,  "We  were  extremely 
pleased  with  last  year's  effort. 
We've  received  some  very  positive 
feedback  from  campers  and 
parents.  There  was  great  interaction 
between  our  staff  and  the  par- 
ticipants." 


Most  campers  will  be  in  all-day 
sessions,  receiving  instruction  in  the 
morning  and  afternoon  and  having 
lunch  in  the  University  dining  hall. 

Younger  campers  in  soccer  will 
be  enrolled  in  half-day  and  evening 
camps. 

Michael  Parker,  coach  of  the 
UNCG  national  champion  soccer 
team,  said,  "Any  camp  is  going  to 
be  judged  by  the  quality  of  its  staff. 
Our  staff,  including  the  guest 
coaches  and  lecturers  we  bring  to 
campus,  is  comparable  to  any  in 
this  area.  We  even  have  a  camp 
motto:  'Expert  instruction  at  an 
affordable  price.'  " 
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Bobb  added,  "We  believe 
individualized  instruction  is  very 
important.  We  will  not  get  away 
from  that  aspect  when  planning  lor 
the  future  of  the  program." 

Lynne  Agee,  assistant  athletic 
director  and  women's  basketball 
coach,  said  that  exposure  through 
the  Summer, Sports  School  progiam 
is  good  for  the  entire  University.

in  Alumnae  News  •  ♦  ♦ 


By  early  spring  of  1936  plans  for  reunion  activities  were  far  enough  along  to  make 
the  deadline  for  the  April  isssue  of  Alumnae  News.  This  would  be  the  fifteenth 
reunion  orchestrated  by  Clara  Booth  Byrd,  secretary  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and 
editor  of  the  magazine. 

Alumnae  Day,  Miss  Byrd  announced  on  page  one  of  Alumnae  News,  would  be  held 
Saturday,  May  30,  1936.  The  Alumnae  General  Assembly  would  begin  at  11:00  am  in 
the  Students'  Building,  followed  at  12:30  by  a  "Cafeteria  Luncheon"  in  the  College  Dining 
Halls. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  day  would  be  a  tour  of  the  yet-unfinished  Alumnae  House: 

At  two  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  Alumnae  House  will  be  open  for  your 
visit.  No  formal  program  will  take  place  at  this  time,  since  the  House  will  not 
be  equipped  and  furnished;  but  the  building  itself  will  be  practically  completed. 
A  happy  and  informal  occasion  is  being  planned  for  your  pleasure,  with 
contemporary  classes  going  through  together.  Alumnae  House  is  really  one  of 
the  loveliest  things  in  the  world!  —  do  be  right  here  to  see  it  at  this  first 
opportunity. 

Class  Day  Exercises  were  to  begin  at  4:30  pm,  and  then: 

All  classes  have  been  invited  to  join  together  in  one  great  Reunion  Supper  at 
six  o'clock,  Saturday  evening,  on  the  Quadrangle.  Class  standards  will  be  placed 
so  that  classmates  will  know  at  once  where  to  assemble. 

The  Commencement  Sermon  was  scheduled  for  Sunday  morning,  May  31,  with  the 
Commencement  Address  and  the  Conferring  of  Degrees  to  take  place  the  following 
Monday  morning. 

Alumnae  Headquarters  for  the  weekend  was  to  be  Spencer  Hall,  and  overnight 
accommodations  for  alumnae  were  offered  free  of  charge.  "An  effort  will  be  made  to 
place  classmates  as  near  together  in  the  dormitories  as  possible,"  the  announcement  stated. 

As  alumnae  were  making  their  reservations  for  a  return  to  campus,  the  Class  of  1936 
was  preparing  for  its  graduation.  Two  hundred  and  forty-four  young  women  would  receive 
their  diplomas  in  Aycock  Auditorium  on  Monday  morning.  William  E.  Dobb,  American 
ambassador  to  Germany,  would  deliver  the  commencement  address. 

In  May  of  1986,  these  same  bright-eyed  women  of  the  Class  of  1936  assemble  in 
Aycock  Auditorium  once  more  —  this  time  to  celebrate  their  Golden  Reunion.  Fifty  years 
and  a  million  experiences  have  changed  the  lives  of  these  special  women.  But  their  futures 
were  irrevocably  charted  that  day  in  1936  when  degrees  from  the  Woman's  College  were 
earned.
